A Report on the work of the Department vf Commercial Intelligence

EXPORTS OF MORPHIA AND COCAINE TO JAPAN. 
Certificates Required. 


The Director of the War Trade Department gives notice that applications 
for licences to export morphia or cocaine from this country to Japan cannot 
be considered unless they are accompanied by certificates obtained from the 
Japanese Home Office, or from the Japanese Authorities of the Kwantung 
Leased Territories, to the effect that the morphia and/or cocaine is for actual 
consumption in Japan, or in Dairen and its vicinity, and is for medical 
purposes only.

WOOL FOR THE CIVILIAN WOOLLEN TRADE. 

The War Office (Wool Section) notify with reference to the proposed dis- 
tribution of Colonial wool through London brokers, that the majority of 
applications for supplies against certificates issued by the Rationing Com- 
mittee for the current three months’ period having now been received, it has 
been possible to determine the volume of wool required. It has been found 
that applications for wool (from customers in possession of certificates) from 
Government stocks, are neither in number nor volume sufficient to call for a 
distribution through the London brokers, and, therefore, for the time being, 
consumers should take steps to satisfy their requirements by applications to 
the Department's Issue Offices (Colonial Wocl Section), at Manor Row, 
Bradford ; Edinburgh ; and Nailsworth (for West of England). It is 
ex pected that applications for supplies from Government stocks for the next 
three-monthly period will be on a larger scale, in which case arrangements 
will be made for distribution at fixed prices through the London brokers as 
soon as detailed applications from all consumers against rationing certificates 
have been summarised. Lue notice of such errangements will be given. 

It has been pointed out that while the sale of wool is limited to consumers,

MILITARY CLOTHING AND ARTICLES AND MATERIAL 
THEREFOR. 
Information Required, etc. 

The Secretary of the War Office notifies that by the Military Clothing 
(Directions) Order made by the Army Council on 5th October under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations, the owners or oecupiers of works 
capable of producing military clothing, or of articles or material needed 
for its production, are required to furnish such information as the Director- 
General of the Royal Army Clothing Department may call for, and to 
comply strictly with any directions given by him with a view to making 
such works, or the plant or labour therein, as useful as possible for the 
production of military clothing. 





COTTON REMNANTS, ETC. 


The Army Council have made an Order, under date 6th October, to the 
effect that it is their intention to take possession of all materials of the 
following classes and descriptions, that is to say— 

All cuttings, clippings and remnants from cotton materials issued or to be 
issued by the War Department to any person holding any contract with the 
War Department for the making up of such materials into garments or any 
other articles, and all cuttings, clippings and remnants from cotton materials 
produced or to be produced in or about the performance of any contract with 
the War Department. 

If after this Notice any person having control of any such materials, sells, 
removes, or secretes them, save and except as may be authorised and per- 
mitted by or on behalf of the Director of Raw Materials, he will be guilty of 
an offence against the Defence of the Realm Regulations. 





UNFILLED CONTRACTS FOR TOPS. 
Returns Required. 

The War Office (Wool Section) notifies that with a view to facilitating 
the consumption of tops which are on vontract, all topmakers were required, 
under an Order which has been made by the Army Council under the Defence 
of the Realm Regulations, to make a return to the Officer in Charge of the 
Top Distribution Sectiou, War Department, Bradford, of all unfilled contracts 
for tops outstanding on Ist October, 1917. 

These returns were to be furnished as soon as possible. 

The return was to be made on forms prepared by the Department, and 
obtainable on application to the Officer in charge of Top Distribution, Great 
Northern Hotel, Bradford. 

It is understood that spinners still have on contract with topmakers con- 
siderable weights of tops. For administrative purposes it is desired by the 
War Department that such stocks of tops against contract should be used up 
by spinners as soon as possible. 

It is suggested that spinners can materially assist in achieving this by 
arranging to take their contracts from topmakers and utilise the tops against 
Government orders. Inasmuch as Government prices and civilian prices are 
now identical, this would appear to present no hardship to the spinners, as 
in the case of Government contracts requisitions entitling them to supplies 
are issued when the contracts are placed. 
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CONTROL OF TEAK AND LIGNUM VITE. 


The Board of Trade have made an Order, under date 2nd October, pro- 
hibiting the sale or purchase in the United Kingdom, as from 5th October 
until further notice, of any timber of the following descriptions, namely :— 
(a) ‘leak logs, planks, boards and decking, and (b) lignum vite, except 
under licence or permit issued by or on behalf of the Boari of Trade; but 
no licence or permit will be required for the purchase or sale of teak logs, 
planks or boards where the aggregate value thereof purchased, or sold, does 
not exceed £50 per calendar month. 

All applications for permits in connection with this Order should be 
addressed to the Controller of Timber Supplies, Caxton House, Tothill 
Street, Westminster, London, S.W. 1. 





TRADING WITH THE ENEMY AMENDMENT ACT, 1916.

An Order has been made by the Admiralty, under date 27th September, 
prohibiting the supply, sale or purchase of anchors, chain cables, chain 
cable gear, and chain cable iron, except under an Admiralty permit. 

All applications for permits in regard to anchors, chain cables, chain 
eable gear, and chain cable iron, and any correspondence on the subject of 
the Order, should be addressed to the Director of Materials and Priority, 
Controller's Department, Admiralty, Great George Street, London, S.W.

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REQUISITION OF AND RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN RUM. 


The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have made an Order, dated 
€th October, to the effect that it is their intention to take possession of all 
stocks of rum in bonded warehouses in the United Kingdom. After 
6th October no person owning or having control of any such stock shall, 
without the consent of the Admiralty, buy, sell, remove or otherwise deal in 
any such rum. 

Any person who owns or hasin his custody or under his control more than 
ten puncheons of such rum is required to furnish full particulars thereof to 
the Director of Contracts, Admiralty, London, S.W. 1, not later than 23rd 
October, showing the descriptions, marks, quantities, place where lying, date 
of purchase by present owner, from whom purchased, and the price then 


paid. 





CONTROL OF PETROLEUM OILS AND PRODUCTS. 
Appointment of Petroleum Executive. 


The Rt. Hon. Walter H. Long, M.P., has been requested by the War 
Cabinet to take control of all questions affecting petroleum oils and petroleum 
products. Mr. Long has appointed Professor Cadman, C.M.G., Petro'eum 
Adviser to the Colonial Office, and Professor of Mining of the University of 
Birmingham, to be his technical adviser and liaison officer between the 
various Government Departments. Pro‘essor Cadman will also take charge 
of an organisation which will be established for giving effect to Mr. Long’s 
instructions, and will assume the title of Director of the Petroleum Executive. 
Mr. B.S. Shrapnell-Smith, Chairman of the Joint Committee of Mechanical 
Road Transport Associations, has been appointed Economy Officer to the 
Petroleum Executive, and he will be concerned in introducing economies 
both in H.M. Services and in the civil use of petroleum and petroleum 
products.

Avenue, London, W.C. 2, to which all communications should be addressed. 





EMPLOYMENT OF SEAMEN. 
Appointment of Inter-Departmental Committee. 


he Shipping Controller announced on 3rd October that he had recently 
set up an Inter-Departmental Committee, known as the Mercantile Marine 
Conciliation Committee, for the purpose of dealing expeditiously with cases 
of difference between shipowners and seamen, and that as a result of the 
work of this body he was satisfied as to the expediency of establishing a 
national rate or rates of wages, and that machinery was being set up for this 
purpose. 

Standard Wage for Seamen. 


The Shipping Controller further announced on 8th October that the pro- 
posed national rates will be determined within four weeks, and that they 
will be retrospective to the date of signing articles, but not earlier than 6th 
October. 

At a conference held at the Ministry of Shipping on 5th October, an 
interim decision was made advancing the rate of wages for foreign going 
ships to £11 for seamen and to £11 10s. for firemen, these rates to rule at all 
United Kingdom ports, and to be without prejudice to the national port 
rates to be determined by the National Board. ‘The rates for petty officers 
and stewards are to be advanced in like proportion, and the men in coasting 
and home trade steamers are to be similarly entitled to new rates to be 
determined by the National Board at a level corresponding to the foreign 
going steamer rates. 

It is announced that the remuneration of officers and of engineers will 
also be forthwith reviewed by the National Board, and that the determina-

tions arrived at are also to be retrospective, as in the case of the seamen and 
firemen.

October. 





PARCEL POST TO NORWAY, SWEDEN, THE NETHERLANDS, 
AND DENMARK. 


The Postmaster-General announces that in accordance with the Royal Pro- 
clamation which came into force on 8th October (see notice on p. 15 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 4th October), parcels addressed to Norway, 
Sweden, the Netherlands, or Denmark will not be accepted on or after that 
date, unless they are accompanied by a Privy Council licence issued on 21st 
September, 1917, or some later date. 





CONTROL OF PERSONS PROCEEDING TO THE UNITED STATES. 


The American Consul-General in London notifies that instructions have 
been issued by the Secretary of State at Washington modifying the regula- 
tions, until now effective, with regard to persons proceeding to the United 
States during the war. Under the new regulations all persons about to 
journey to the United States must carry passports, or other official docu- 
ments in the nature of passports, establishing his or her identity and 
, nationality, having attached a signed and certified photograph of the bearer, 
3 and have them verified or vised by American Consular officers in the 
country from which they start upon their journey, not more than two weeks 
before the time of their departure, as well as in the country from which they 
embark or from which they enter the United States if they go by land. 

Persons proceeding to the United States from London should submit their 
documents of identitication at the American Consulate-General, 18, Cavendish 
Square, London, W. 1, between the hours of 10 a.m. and 12.45 p.m. or 2 p.m. 
and 3.45 p.m., except Saturdays, when the hours are from 9 a.m. to 12.45 p.m. 





HOP CONTROL COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


The President of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries has appointed a 
Committee to control the hop industry in the situation created by the 
reduction of brewing during the war. The Committee will take over all 
stocks of hops grown in the year 1914 or thereafter, except stocks in the 
hands of brewers, and will retain control until normal conditions of brewing 
are resumed. No trading in hops is allowed except through the Committee 
or its agents. The Committee is constituted of representatives of (1) the 
Board of Agriculture, (2) hop growers, (3) hop merchants, (4) hop factors, 
and (5) brewers.

MINISTRY OF FOOD NOTIFICATIONS. 


The following Orders and announcements have bsen made by the Ministry 
of Food :— 
The Horses (Rationing) Order (No. 2), 1917. 


The Horses (Rationing) Order No. 2, made by the Food Controller on 26th 
September, varies to some extent the Order that has been operative during 
the summer. No person may feed any horse with cereal foodstuffs except as 
provided. Horses owned by the Army Council or Admiralty, or used ex- 
clusively for purposes of these authorities, as well as those maintained 
exclusively for agricultural purposes, or stallions used solely at stud, are 
excluded from the Order. 

The maximum quantity of oats that may be given daily is specified. Maize, 
beans or peas may be used instead of oats in the following proportions :— 
75 lb. of maize, 9 lb. of beans or 9 lb. of peas = 10 lb. of oats. No restriction 
is placed on the use of hay, straw, bran or dried brewers’ graius. 

Any person in possession of a horse or horses that must be rationed must 
keep records of the number and classes of horses, showing the total maximum 
rations authorised, the description and quantities of the foodstuffs fed per 
week, and of all cereal foodstuffs purchased. These records must be open to 
the inspection of authorised officers. 


Supply and Distribution of Cattle Food. 


Lord Rhondda has appointed Mr. H. B. Renwick to act as Director of 
Feeding Stuffs at the Ministry of Food, with the duty of organising the 
supply and distribution of oil cakes and other cattle food. At the special 
request of Lord Rhondda, the County of London Electric Supply Company, 
Limited, of which Mr. H. B. Renwick is Managing Director, has agreed to 
loan his services for the purpose of undertaking this work. | 


Supplies of Butter. 

The Ministry of Food is considering a scheme for the equitable distribution 
of butter according to the supplies available from time to time. Until this 
scheme is completed and officially announced, retailers and wholesalers are 
advised to disregard any trade circulars on the matter. 


-The}Breadj( Use off Potatoes) Order, 1917. 


This Order, which is dated 5th October, authorises the use in the manu- 
facture of bread of a maximum quantity of 1 lb. of petatces for every 7 lb. 
of flour.

RE-MODELLED INCOME TAX LEGISLATION IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 119 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
19th April last regarding the proposed re-modelling of the South African 
Income Tax Legislation, it is notified that an extraordinary issue of the 
“Union of South Africa Government Gazette” of 21st July publishes the 
text of the Income Tax (Consolidation) Act, 1917 (No. 4L of 1917), which came 
into operation on 29th June last. The Act applies to incomes which were 
received or which accrued during the year ended 30th June, 1917. 

The normal income tax remains on the same scale for individuals, but a tax 
of 5 per cent. is imposed on companies, and alterations are made in the 
abatements. 

The following Section appears to affect British companies doing business 
in South Atrica:— 

‘‘ Income shall be deemed to have accrued to any person from a source 
within the Union, where it has been received by or has accrued to or in 
favour of such person by virtue of — 

(@) any contract made within the Union for the sale of goods, whether 
such goods have been delivered or are to be delivered in or out 
of the Union; 

(6) any service rendered or work or labour done in the carrying on 
in the Union of any business, trade, profession or occupation, 
whether the payment.for such service or work or labour is made 
or is to be made by a person resident in or out of the Union and 
wherever payment for such services or work or labour is made 
or is to be made. 

Special provision is made for the taxation of agents for shipowners whose 
principal office is outside the Union (the taxable income in such cases being 
computed at £10 for every £100 payable to the principal or his agent), and 
for the assessment of income derived from mining operations. 

It is also provided that an amount shall be deemed to be derived from a 
source within the Union “if it is received by or accrues to, or in favour of, 
any person ordinarily resident or carrying on business within the Union, and 
is received or accrues from any country outside the Union where, owing to 
the fact that such person is not domiciled nor ordinarily resident therein, the 
amount is not chargeable with income tax.” 

Among other exemptions from the tax is interest received by any person 
not ordinarily resident or carrying on business in the Union from stock or 
securities (including Treasury Bills) issued by the Government of the Union, 
or any Colony included in the Union, or by any local authority in the Union. 

The supertax will continue to be levied as hitherto. 

A dividend tax is levied (with certain abatements) on all dividends 
distributed by companies after Ist July, 1916, at the following rates :— 

(a) in respect of companies whose principal business is gold mining: 

3 per cent., with an additional 23 per cent. during the war ; 

(b) in respect of companies wHose principal business is diamond mining: 

74 per cent.; 

(c) in respect of all other companies: 5 per cent. 

In addition to these taxes, excess profits duty is levied from the 1st July, 
1917, until six months after the end of the war, at the rate of 25 per cent. on 
excess profits received during the year ended 30th June, 1917, and during 
any subsequent period for which that duty is chargeable.

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RECENT LEGISLATION IN NIGERIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 570 of the * Board of ‘l'raage Journal ” 
of 13th September, relative to recent legislation in Nigeria, it is notified that 
the Controller of Customs at Lagos (the Board of Trade Correspondent for 
Nigeria) has forwarded copies of two further Ordinances,* assented to by 
the Governor of the Colony on 9th August. The following is a summary 
of the scope of this new legislation :— 








Codification of Law relating to Bills of Exchange, Cheques, etc. 






Anu Ordinance, entitled the Bills of Exchange Ordinance, 1917 (No. 38), 
codifies the law of Nigeria relating to bills of exchange, cheques and pro- 
missory notes. The Ordinance deals with the form and interpretation of 

| bills of exchange; the capacity, authority and liabilities of the parties to a 
| bill; consideration for a bill; negotiation; the general duties ot the holder 
of a bill; discharge; acceptance, ete. The existing Bills of Exchange 
Ordinance (Chapter 50 of the Laws of Southern Nigeria) is repealed by the 
new Ordinance. 

























Weights and Measures Ordinance, 1917. 


An Ordinance, which may be cited as the Weights and Measures Ordi- 
nance, 1917 (No. 56), regulates weights, weighing machines and measures. 
The Ordinance provides that certain Imperial weights and measures shall be 
the legal units for the Colony; makes provision for their inspection and 
the inspection of weighing machines; prohibits the use of illegal weights and 
measures; and repeals the existing Weights and Measures Ordinance (Chapter 
ol of the Laws of Southern Nigeria). The use of any native weight or 
| measure, not purporting to be an Imperial weight or measure, is not 
precluded by this Ordinance. A “ weighing machine” within the meaning 
of this Ordinance includes a balance, scale, beam, steelyard, counterpoise 
and every other machine for determining weight. 





-UNDERWRITING BUSINESS IN THE NETHERLANDS. 
Foreign Underwriters to Deposit Securities. 


H.M. Minister at The Hague writes, under date 2lst September, calling 
attention to a Dutch Law, dated 25rd May last, enacting that each foreign 
underwriter doing business in the Netherlands, but not domiciled or 
established within the Kingdom, will be required to deposit a security 
amounting to 25,000 Horins (about £2,200 at current exchange). ‘The manner 
in which this security is to be deposited will be determined by a Royal 
Decree.

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ITALIAN OFFICIAL REGULATIONS AFFECTING 
TRADE. 
Regulation of Supply of Footwear. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome has forwarded the text and translation of an Italian 
Royal Decree,* which was published in the “ Gazzetta Ufficiale” of 25rd 
August, and eame into force on the following day, for the regulation of the 
supply of footwear for the civil population of Italy. By this Decree power 
is given to the Ministry of Industry to require the manufacture of footwear 
at fixed prices and times, and in quantities corresponding to the power of 
each factory. The Ministry has also powers over tanneries, with the object 
of limiting the continual rise in the prices of footwear of private manufacture. 
To enable consumers to check sale prices, footwear must have stamped 
thereon the sale price and the name of the manufacturer. 

It is stated that the requirements of Italy for footwear for the civilian popu- 
lation are not less than 500,000 pairs per month. The national output will be 
about 500,000 pairs monthly, and the balance is to be provided for, when 
necessary, by imports from foreign countries. 

A Commission has been instituted to assist the Ministry in the study of 
the measures to be taken to meet the situation. ‘he Commission has decided 
on the kinds of footwear to be supplied for the various classes of the popu- 
lation, the raw material of which the footwear is to be composed, the manner 
of manufacture, and the cost and sale price, etc. (D.C.1. 42,613.) 


Restriction on Motor Trattic. 

The “ Gazzetta Ufficiale” of 18th September publishes a Decree,* dated 
9th September, prohibiting during the war the running of motor cars, 
motor bicycles, and in general all kinds of motor vehicles used for passenger 
traffic in Italy. The Decree also contains a list of exceptions to the 
above prohibition, and instructions as to applications for licences. 

The same issue of the “ Gazzetta” also publishes a Decree* bringing these 
provisions into force as from Ist October. (D.C.1. 46,482.) 


Regulations regarding Breadth of Tyres for Vehicles. 


With reference tothe notice on pp. 211-12 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 21st October 1915, calling attention to new regulations (approved by 
Decree of 22nd August, 1915, and to come into force two years from that 
date), regarding the breadth of tyres for vehicles, it is notified that the 
“ Gazzetta Ufficiale’ of 19th September publishes a Decree,* dated 9th 
August, extending until six months after the declaration of peace the date 
when the above-mentioned regulations are to come into force. 

[Note.—In accordance with the Decree of 22nd Augnst, 1915, vehicles in 
use having tyres which do not conform to the regulations, will be allowed 
to continue in use for six years after the enactment of the regulations.]

Control of Raw Materials, Foodstuffs, etc. 
Measures regarding Requisitions, Rationing, Prices, etc. 

With reference to the notices which have from time to time appeared in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” relative to measures taken for safeguarding 
supplies of foodstuffs and other goods of general or extensive consumption in 
Italy, it is notified that recent issues of the “ Gazzetta Ufficiale” (Rome) have 
contained the text of Decrees* or Orders* dealing with the following 
matters :— 

A Royal Decree, dated 2nd September (published loth September), regulates 
the prices for the requisition and purchase of tanning materials and raw 
skins and manufactures therefrom imported from abroad. <A Decree of the 
Minister of Industry, Commerce and Labour, dated 3rd September (published 
10th September), orders a census of goat skins and sheep skins, and another 
Decree of this Minister, dated 13th September (published 14th September)

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places at the disposal of the Government raw goit and sheep skins of national 
production, and fixes prices therefor. A Decree of the Minister of War, 
dated 12th September (published 14th September), fixes, as from Ist Septem- 
ber, maximum prices for raw cow and horse hides produced in Italy. 

Two Orders of the Commission General of Food Supplies, dated 23rd June 
(published 25th June), fix maxiinum prices for requisitioned potatoes (white 
and vellow) and requisitioned beans (including soft, small and forage beans). 

The Commissioner General for Food Supplies, by a Decree dated 7th 
September (published 8th September), provides for the requisition of cheese 
in certain provinces and prohibits its removal therefrom, and by an Order 
dated 8th September (published 10th September), fixes the maximum whole- 
sale price of hog’s grease. 

Two further Orders of the Commissioner General for Food Supplies, both 
dated llth September (published 12th September), provide for the rationing 
of grain, flour and bread, and fix the amount of saccharose to be contained 
in crystalline sugar. 

A Royal Decree imposes, as from 1st January next, a stamp tax on all bills 
exceeding one lira for meals or refreshments in restaurants, cafés, etc.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT IN JAPAN. 


Tke following notes on the formation of industrial companies in Japan 
since the outbreak of the war have been furnished by the British Vice-Consul 
at Tokio (Mr. G. H. Phipps), and are based on information which has appeared 
in the Japanese press. It will be seen that these notes, which are not intended 
to be exhaustive, cover a wide field of industrial enterprise. Apart from the 
activities recorded here, many other industries have been developed in Japan 
and have been the subject of references in the *‘ Board of Trade Journal” from 
time to time, while many factories are in course of erection, and numerous 
existing works are being enlarged and more modern plant instailed. 

Chemicals and dyes —In point of numbers, the chemical industry occupies 
the first place in recent developments. ‘lhe chemical industry in Japan has 
shown great expansion since the commencement of the war, during which 
period at least 20 new companies have been formed, with a combined capital 
of approximately 30,050,000 yen. These new companies operate some 28 
factories, and among the chief productions are sulphate of ammonia, potas- 
sium chloride, caustic soda, bleaching powder, nitre, sulphate of potash, 
potassium carbonate, sodium sulphide, sodium chloride, sodium peroxide, 
iodine, fatty and stearic acids, nitric acid, glycerine, oils, dyes, drugs, 
fertilisers, disinfectants, phosphorus, etc. It is estimated that there are 80 
firms in Japan engaged in producing potassium chloride. Large stocks of 
this commodity are on hand, the market is overstocked, and prices have 
dropped during the present year. Formalin is now being produced in Japan ; 
the outpnt is devoted to home requirements. One company is producing 
soda by means of electricity, and is stated to be the first concern in Japan 
to use an electrical process in this connection. 

A company is manufacturing indirect dyes exclusively for domestic needs, 
while direct dyes are to be produced for the export trade. This company is 
under the xgis of the Government. Another company claims to have produced 
an ultramarine blue equal to that formerly imported into Japan from 
Germany. 
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Metals.—The iron industry in Japan, although in its infancy, gives promise 
of assuming considerable importance in the future. Before the war Japan 
produced annually 260,000 tons of iron, about one half of its eonsumption. 
During the period under review several new com sanies have been formed for 
the production of iron, and among them, six companies with a combined 
capital of 40,000,000 yen, have established new works. 

With regard to steel, three new companies hare commenced operations and 
have established four new works. ‘The total com ‘ined capital of these com- 
panies is estimated at 5,000,000 yen. One company is produ:ing steamer 
shafts, railway wheels and tyres, as well as supplying the home trade. 
Orders from China and India have been received. It seems to be the 
intention of this company to devote its energies to the export trade rather 
than to the home market. 

The future of the zinc industry in Japan is generally considered t» be exceed- 
ingly good, and it is expected that a large export trade will be carried on after 
the war. One company is manutacturing zine for the export trade. Much 
of the Japanese zinc ore contains other metals, such as gold, silver and 
copper, and the retining of these metals is carried on in conjunction with the 
treatment of the ore. Five new companies. with a total combined capital of 
7,600,000 yen, have been organised, and operate six works for the treatment 
of zinc ore produced in the country. 

A company, with a capital of 1,000,000 yen, was formed in March, 1916, for 
the purpose of producing aluminium. ‘The process to be used, it is stated, is 
different from that used in Enurone and the United States. Alumina is 
obtained from a clay which is a special product of Japan, and is treated by 
an electrolytic process. 

A compary was formed in January, 1917, with a capital of 100,000 yen for 
the purpose of manufacturing sheet lead for use in chemical industries. The 
company is turning out sheets measuring LO feet by 4 feet. and it claims 
that its product is superior to any hitherto manufactured in Japan, 

Metal goods.—A company, originally established in 1913, with a capital of 
300,000 yen, and manufacturing galvanised tron sheets and galvanised iron 
wire, has increased its capital to 700,000 yen. Its output has been devoted 
to the home market, but it intends to export its products later. 

Two companies have been formed with a combined capital of 1,500,000 yen 
for the purpose of manufacturing wire netting. 

Machinery.—With regard to m:chineru, three new companies have been 
formed with a total combined capital of 2,500,000 yen. In addition to 
the manufacture of munitions, rotary printing machines, et2.,and gun metal, 
are being manufactured by one company. 

Electrical supplies and accessories. During the period uader review 
six Japanese companies have been organised for the manufacture of electrical 
supplies and accessories, such as electric motors, dynamos, switches, lamp bulbs, 
carbon electrodes, carbon brushes, ete. An improved process for the manu- 
facture of micanite has enabled a Japanese company to turn out imsulators, 
both for the home and the export trade. ‘The total combined capital of the 
six companies referred to amounts to 4,530,0U0 yen, and they operate eleven 
factories. 

Textiles.—Rapid progress is reported in the textile industry in Japan since 
the outbreak of the war. Many new companies have been organised and are 
controlling new works, or have works under construction. Details have been 
furnished regarding eleven new companies that have been formed in the 
textile industry. ‘The total combined capital of these cormpanies amounts to 
16,600,009 yen, and they operate fourteen factories. Seven of the companies 
operate general spinning mills for cotton and woollen textiles; one produces 
linen thread; one manufactures mixed silk and wool tertiles; one is devoted 
to the finishing of silk tertile goods for the export trade; aud one makes 
hemp ropes. ‘lhe linen thread factory is experimenting with a plant that 
grows in a wild state in Saghalien, treating the fibres with a patent bleach- 
ing process. The spinning of mixed silk aud wool presented many 
difficulties, but they have been overcome, and the company hopes to export 
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goods as well as to supply the home demand. A company has been formed 
for the purpose of ramie spinning, and although ramie fibre is a product of 
Japan and China, spun ramie*was not produced locally previoys to the 
war, but was imported from the United Kingdom, the United States and 
Germany. 

Paints.—Three new companies, with a combined capital of 900,000 yen, 
have been formed for the purpose of manufacturing paints, the chief products 
being zine and house paints. puints for ships bottoms, antiseptic paints, rust 
preventing paints and paint subsiitutes. One company is producing zine 
powder successfully, there being a good local demand; paints for ships’ 
bottoms were previously allimported from the United Kingdom. 

Oils and grease.—Six companies have been established, with a total 
combined capital of 16,450,000 yen, for the production, refining etc., of mineral 
oils. A company has been formed, with a capital of 250,000 yen, for the 
purpose of manufacturing fish grease, used in the manufacture of soap and 
olycerine. 

Mining.—Three coal mining companies have been organised with a total 
combined capital of 1,550,000 yen. One company operates a mine at Fushun, 
China. This firm is also producing coke in large quantities. A company 
was formed in December, 1916, with a capital of 120,000 yen, to exploit a 
sulphur mine; a special process is used in refining the raw material. 

Insurance.—There has been a boom in marine insurance business in 
Japan as a result of the war, and many fire and other insurance companies 
are extending their field of operations to marine insurance. Among the 
new marine insurance companies formed there are three with a combined 
capital of 17,000,000 yen. 

Miscellaneous.—The fo'llowing companies have been formed in various 
industries, the capital of each being shown within brackets :— 

A company (500,000 yen) has been formed to manufacture bicycles. It is 
intended to use Japanese materials exclusively, so that prices are expected to 
be low. It is expected later to manufacture and repair motor cars. 

A company (500,000 yen) has been organised for the manufacture of 
boots and shoes. It will eventually also turn ont slippers, harness, knapsacks, 
and other leather goods. 

A company (2,000,000 yen) has been organised for the manufacture of 
imitation celluloid. It is claimed that the product, besides serving the same 
purposes as celluloid, can also be used as a substitute for lacquer, artificial 
leather and rubber, and also as a water and heat resisting material in 
constructional work. ‘The material used is bean eake, and as this is 
both cheap and plentiful it will be possible to supply the imitation celluloid 
at a lower price than the real article. 

A company (100,000 yen) has been established for the manufacture of 
rubber bicycle accessories and toy balloons. 

A company (1,000,000 yen) has been formed to produce plate glass, and 
another company will operate a glass factory. 

Two companies have been organised for the manufacture respectively of 
bricks, and concrete tor re-inforced concrete buildings and telegraph poles. 

A company (500,000 yen) has been established to manufacture corks, and at 
present produces chiefly the crown variety. A company was formed in July, 
1916 (1,000,000 yen) for the purpose of manufacturing explosives, and will 
produce dynamite for industrial as well as military needs. It is controlled 
by the Government, and has been granted special facilities. 

A trading company has been formed for the purpose of conducting export 
and import trade with Japanese colonies, while a colonisation company 
(1,000,000 yen) has been established for the purpose of assisting emigrants 
proceeding to the new Japanese possessions and other countries.

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CURRENCY IN PERU. 
Paper and Nickel Money to replace Silver Currency. 


H.M. Minister in Lima writes, under date 15th August, that in conse- 
quence of the rise in the price of silver, the Peruvian sol (of which 10 go to 
the £, and which a year ago contained silver builion to the value of 24d.) 
has so risen in intrinsic value as to be fast disappearing from circulation. 
The same remark applies, although to a lesser degree, to Peruvian silver 
coinage of smaller denominations. As a result of this condition of affaurs the 
Peruvian Government have passed two Laws, under date 10th August, 
providing for the issue of paper and nickel money to replace the silver 
currency. 

Law No. 2,426 authorises the Junta de Vigilancia (the organisation that 
has supervision over all paper money issued by the Government in recent 
years), to issue certificates up to the sum of 600,000 libras (Peruvian 
pounds) in denominations of one sol, for the amount equal to the Peruvian, 
Knglish or bar gold deposited by banks, merchants, manufacturers and 
individuals with the Junta in Lima in the proportion of 7°325 grammes for 
each Peruvian pound or £ sterling. 

Gold deposited in the National City Bank of New York or the Bank of 
England made payable to the Junta may likewise be deposited against the 
issue of these fractional gold certificates of one sol denomination to alleviate 
the difficulties occasioned by scarcity of silver. In the case of gold deposited 
in the above banks, however, the depositors must pay to the Junta in 
addition a sum sufficient to transport the gold to Peru, including insurance 
and other charges. ‘I'hese charges are to be determined by the Junta de 
Vigilancia in each case. 

‘The certiticates will be issued by the Junta only in amounts of one libra. 

The certificates issued by the Junta de Vigilancia will constitute legal 
currency, and will have equivalent cancelling power. 

‘The definite cancellation and withdrawal of the certificates from circulation 
is to take place as soon as the ounce troy of standard silver in London is 
quoted at less than 30d. for a period of more than six months. 

lt is stated that instructicns for the printing of this issue of 5,000,000 soles 
in certiticates had been sent to New York, and that the issue would arrive 
in Peru and be placed in circulation about the end of September. 

Law No. 2,425 authorises the coinage in the United States, and the issue 

by the Peruvian Government, of nickel currency up to 50,000 hbras in value, 
in 20, 10 and 5 centavo pieces. Orders have been placed for the immediate 
issue of 25,000 pieces of 20 centavos, 15,000 pieces of 10 centavos, and 
10,000 pieces of 5 centavos. 
i. lhe 20 and 10 centavo pieces will be coined of pure nickel, and 25 per cent. 
nickel and 75 per cent. copper for the 5 centavo pieces. The 20 centavo 
piece will weigh 5 grammes and be 24 mm. in diameter, the 10 centavo piece 
will weigh 4 grammes and be 20 mm. in diameter, and the 5 centavo piece 
will weigh 3 grammes and be 17 mm. in diameter. The maximum and 
minimum tolerance of the 20 centavo piece will be 15 milligrammes ; of the 
10 centavo piece, 17 milligrammes; and of the 5 centavo piece, 17 milh- 
grammes. (D.C.1. 46,370.)

The Department has also decided that parts of motor cars, such as cowl 
dashes with instrument board, footboard, mudguards, wind-shields, hoods, 
and steel panels without woodwork, may be imported until further notice. 


Perfumery. 


The full text of the Proclamation shows that perfumery (as well as per- 
fumed spirits and bay rum) is prohibited from importation into Australia. 
No further shipments, other than consignments actually “in transit,” should 
be made after the receipt of this notification.

BRAZIL. 


The “ Diario Official” (Rio de Janeiro) of 13th July publishes a Decree 
. . (No. 3,298) anthorising the Government to offer, by 
ew public tender, a concession for (1) the construction 
Sao Paulo District and working, for a period of sixty years, of a railway of 
’ metre gauge in continuation of the existing line 
between Lorena and Piquete, State of Sao Paulo, in the direction of the 
central highlands, passing through Itajubaé and Pedra Branca, State of 
Minas Geraes; (2) the construction and working of an extension of this 
railway from the station of Lorena to a convenient point on the coast of the 
State of Rio de Janeiro between Manbucaba and Angra dos Reis, connection 
being made with the Itacurussé branch line; and (3) the construction and 
use of improvement works at the port considered most convenient. 

The Government will grant to the concessionaires the right to expropriate 
lands required for the construction of the permanent way, stations, warehouses, 
port works, etc., also the use of unexploited watercourses within a radius of 20 
kilometres (about 124 miles) on each side of the railway for the production of 
hydro-electric power for railway traction purposes. 

The concessionaires are to promote the colonisation of lands adjacent to 
the railway by granting special facilities and reduced transport rates for 
goods of national production, agricultural and industrial machinery, livestock, 
etc. 

(‘onstruction work must be commenced within a year from the date of the 
signing of the contract.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 
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NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) has forwarded, 
Mineral under date 3rd August, a copy of the Mines Statement 
Production and for the year 1916 by the Dominion Minister of Mines, 
Exports in 1916 from which it appears that the total value of minerals 
‘ exported, together with the coal consumed in New 
Zealand, in 1916 amounted to £2,978,436, as compared with £3,374,523 in 
1915, a decrease of £396,087, or about 12 per cent. It is stated that the 
decrease is more apparent than real, and is confined almost entirely to gold, 
the export in 1915 having been larger than usual owing to shipments of much 
of the output of 1914, when the export of gold was prohibited during the 
later months. 

The following. table shows the quantity and value of the various minerals 
exported from the Dominion in 1916, and the quantity and value of the coal. 
consumed in the country in that year, the totals for 1915 being added for 
purposes of comparison :—

In the gold-mining industry there was a revival of interest during 1916 in 
West Coast alluvial mining, as the result of payable prospects being 
obtained at Rima Falls by an Australian company, and a number of claims 
were taken up by strong proprietaries. Gold dredging continues to decline. 

The quantity and value of the exports of tungsten ore during 1916 consti- 
tuted a record for the Dominion. (D.C.L. 46,033.) 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand has also forwarded an extract 
‘ from the local press, which is to the effect that a series 
oo ned Geek of tests have been carried out at Wellington with 
at Wellington a new electric storage battery truck, intended for use 
Harbour on the waterfront. The truck is of American manu- 
, facture, and is the first of its kind seen in New 
Zealand. It is about eight feet long and three feet wide, and runs on 
four small wheels placed underneath the body. The batteries, of which 
there are 42 of the Edison type, are carried under the platform, and 
thus do not take up any carrying space. The batteries are capable of 
running the truck for a full working day. The driver staxds on two divided 
steps at the end of the vehicle. One of these steps switches the current on 
when it is desired to start the truck, and the other controls the brake. The 
steering, which is done on all four wheels, is effected by a tiller, and the 
electric motor is controlled by a small lever placed at one side of the 
platform. The capacity of the truck itself is 4,000 lb. 
It is added that the price of the truck is about £500, and that it will 
possibly be purchased by the Wellington Harbour Board. (D.C.I. 43,136.) 
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SOUTH AFRICA. 


In his Report for 1916 the ee of the South African Railways 
and Harbours makes the following comments 
Locomotive Development. upon locomotive development :— 

The further improvement of the locomotive boiler is a subject that has 
engaged the attention of mechanical engineers for some time. The super- 
heater has added greatly to the steaming efficiency, and has neutralised the 
difficulties associated with the firing of large engines to maintain the 
pressure of steam necessary for the work required of a modern locomutive. 
But increased steam pressures are still desirable, and experiments are being 
conducted in different parts of the world with new boiler designs and other 
improvements calculated to develop the steaming efficiency and the steam 
pressure of the locomotive. That very high pressures can be raised and 
maintained by means of tube or pipe generators has already been established, 
but it has yet to be proved whether a generator of this type can be success- 
fully adapted to locomotive practice. A generator on these lines has been 
designed by the Superintendent (Mechanical), Johannesburg, and enquiries 
are being made as to the practicability or otherwise of his proposals. The 
design involves a radical departure from present practice, and will require 
most careful investigation and consideration before further action is taken. 
In the experimental stage vil fuel may have to be used, but the object in 
view is to adapt the engine to burn coal dust, and, that being so, the result 
of the advance that is being made in the United States with engines designed 
to use pulverised fuel is being watched with special interest, especially in 
view of the fact that the use ot such fuel eliminates fire hazard. 








TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


According to the Report for 1916 by the Acting Colonial Secretary for 

Oil Industry ine agg age wig a ( Colonial Office Reports : Annual 

of Trinidad in 1916. “°7s -Vo. 9 Q)), there were ten companies engaged in 

the production of petroleum in Trinidad at the end of 

1916. The total output of oil in that year was 32,475,695 Imperial gallons, 
as compared with 31,666,396 Imperial gallons in 1915. 

Drilling to the extent of 58,590 feet was carried out during the year. Oil 
was struck in 34 of the 47 wells drilled. The total number of wells drilled in 
the Colony up to 3lst December last was 325. 

Several refineries have been engaged in the production of petrol, for 
which there is a large demand locally, as well as in some of the neighbouring 
islands. Kerosene has also been produced for local consumption. 

The value of crude petroleum, fuel oil and petrol exported from Trinidad 
in 1916 was over £200,000, as compared with £79,000 in 1915, thus bringing 
oil into the third place of importance in the list of exports from the Colony.

BRITISH INDIA. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence has received a copy of Part VIII. 
of Vol. V.of the official “ Indian Forest Records ” 
Profitable Distillation agen a on certain essential 
of certain Essential Oils. °US by, the Chemical Adviser to the Forest 

Research Institute, Dehra Dun. The notes deal 
with (1) the Eucalyptus Oil Industry in the Nilgiris; (2) the Distillation of 
Geranium Oil in the Nilgiris; and (3) the manutacture of Wintergreen Oil in 
India. 

The writer, being impressed with the anomalous fact that notwithstanding 
the immense plantations of eucalyptus globulus which exist in the Nilgiris, 
and the simplicity of the distillation of the essential oil from the leaves, large 
quantities of this oil should continue to be imported into British India from 
Australia, proceeded to investigate the question on the spot, and he embodies 
in this report suggestions for materially reducing the cost of production. An 
important factor in this reduction is the adoption of a certain form of still, 
diagrams of which are included in the report. 

While carrying out experiments in connection with the above-mentioned 
investigation into the distillation of eucalyptus, the writer also investigated 
the possibilities of the cultivation of the geranium, which is abundant in the 
Nilgiris, and the distillation of oil therefrom. He suggests that its distilla- 
tion could be combined with that of eucalyptus oil, without incurring any 
additional expenditure on outlay, supervision, ete. 

With regard to the enquiry into the distillation of wintergreen oil (methyl 
salicylate), the writer concludes that this promises to be a profitable industry 
in Assam, provided adequate arrangements are made to cultivate the plant. 
The Nilgiri plant is too poor in oil-content to be considered as a commercial 
source of Gaultheria oil.

substitution of wheat for oats. With the continuation of ordinary favour- 
able weather conditions, the wheat crop for the Union might, therefore, be 
expected to be a record one. According to the reported increase in the area 
sown, a normal yield per acre would give a total crop of about 2 750,000 
muids,. leaving a deficiency, for the Union’s ordinary requirements, of about 
1,000,000 muids. 

There is little change in the position as regards Oats when compared with 
last year. Favoured by good rains, the area for the whole Union has 
increased by an average of about 3 per cent., but it must be borne in mind 
that last year the area had decreased by about 14 per cent., which would 
point to the fact thas this year oats are not being grown commercially to the 
same extent as formerly. 

Practically all the barley grown in the Union is cultivated in the Cape 
Province, especially in the south-western districts. There is a small general 
increase in area in the Cape Province, averaged at about 3 per cent., and the 
south-western districts show an average increase of 1 per cent. In the 
south coastal districts the area has increased by |1 per cent., owing to the 
good prices obtainable for malting barley, and to favourable rains at sowing 
time. For the whole of the Union it is estimated that the area under barley 
is about 2 per cent. greater than in 1916. (D.C.L. 46,112.)

‘The area sown this year has been over 4,000,000 hectares, and the estimated 
yield per hectare varies between 16°30 metric quintals in Navarra ant the 
Vascongadas and 6°29 metric quintals in La Mancha and Extremadura, the 
average yield being calculated at 9°27 metric quintals.

By a special process this fru't has been made to yield as much as 40 per 
cent. of sugar, which is added to dried figs, rice husks, dregs of pressed

for hor-es. A factory is stated to have been established at Loano capable of 
producing 200 metric quintals (nearly 20 tous) of the bran suostitute per day.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of the Agricultural Act 
(H.R. 4.188) of the United States of America, which be- 
: came law on 10th August, 1917, to stimulate agriculture 
ee see and facilitate the distribution of agricultural products. 
Sanni The Act provides, inter alia, for the gathering of 
Ppiy: authoritative information concerning the food supply, 
the increasing of production, and the prevention of waste. ‘lhe Secretary of 
Agriculture is authorised to purchase, or contract with persons to grow, 
seeds suitable for the production of food or feed crops, to store them, and to 
furnish them to farmers for cash, at cost, including the expense of packing 
and transportation. For this purpose the sum of 2,500,000 dols. is appro- 
priated. A special provision in this Act is that authorising the Secretary 
of Agriculture to permit the admission for immediate slaughter at ports of 
entry of certain tick-infested cattle which are otherwise tree from disease.

Although the young wheat and barley plants were unfavourably affected 
by unsatisfactory weather conditions, with the consequent delay in ear 
fcrmation, the crops have recovered and are generally up to the average.

The Department of Commercial Intelligence is a centre at which in- 
formation on all subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, aud at which, so far as the interests 
of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries by traders on com- 
mercial matters. As far as is possible, the Department supplies, on per- 
sonal or written application, information with regard to the following 
subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender, and other open- 
ings for British Trade; Lists of manufacturers at home and lists of firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities; 


Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; Commercial Statis- 


tics; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers; Sources of Supply, Prices, etc., of Trade Products; Shipping 
and ‘T'ransport, etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products which are 
received from abroad from time to time ave exhibited at the Offices of the 
Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture which were sold in 
British markets abroad and in certain foreign markets are on exhibition in 
the Sample Rooms of the Department—see notice on p. 60. 

The British Industries Fair, 1917, was held at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum and the Imperial Institute, London, from 26th February until 
9th March. Concurrently with the London Fair, a Fair was held at 
Glasgow. It is the intention of the Board of ‘Trade to hold a Fair every 
year.
